Shultz, at Yad Vashem, 
lays Bitburg affair to rest

The people who really mattered 
were in a minority at Yad Vashem on 
Friday morning when Secretary of 
State George Shultz came to lay a 
wreath at a new memorial com- 
memorating the Jewish fighters who 
died in World War II. 

Batteries of cameras-faced Shultz, 
and scores of news media repre- 
sentatives came to hear what he 
would say about the Holocaust only 
five days after Bitburg. Behind the 
busy officials and the security guards 


with plastic tags pinned to their suits 
were about 50 middle-aged and 
elderly men and women who had 
actually fought the Nazis either as 
partisans or in the Allied armies. 

Shultz spoke to them and to post- 
erity and did not even refer to the 
latest round of verbiage following 
President Reagan’s controversial 
visit to the Bitburg cemetery’ in West 
Germany. He talked about evil, ab- 
out hope, and about neveT forget- 
ting. 

It seemed to be more or less what

‘Shultz to ask Gromyko about Jewry*

Secretary of State George Shultz 
will “doubtlessly" raise the issue of 
Soviet Jewry in his meeting with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko in Vienna this week, 
senior sources in Jerusalem said on 
Friday. 

Shultz met with A vital Shcharans- 
ky and Qana Friedman, Ida Nudel’s 
sister, in Jerusalem on Friday after- 
noon. After Shultz's meeting here it 
was understood that he will work on 
two levels to help Soviet Jewry: He 
will try to get the Soviets to make a 
dramatic gesture such as allowing 
Ida Nudel to emigrate to Israel. He 
will also try to persuade the Soviet 
Union to allow more Jews out. 


A vital Shcharansky is the wife of 
Prisoner of Zion Anatoly Shcharans- 
ky, who is serving a 13-year prison 
sentence for anti-Soviet activities. 
Nudel is a refusenik living in exile in 
Bendery. Moldavia. 


ShuJtz. officials Jerusalem said, 
seems to take the issue of Soviet 
Jewry to heart. According to several 
reports he was touched by the visits 
of Friedman and Shcharansky and 
seems committed to trying to help 
them. 


Soviet Jewry problems were 
raised by Foreign Minister Shamir in 
his luncheon with Shultz at the Plaza 
Hotel on Friday. Sbultz raised the 
issue in his meeting with Prime Mins- 
ter Peres in the evening. 


16 die in British soccer stadium fire 


BRADFORD (REUTER). - At 
least 16 people were killed and 50 
injured yesterday as fire swept 
through a football stadium in the 
northern town of Bradford, and two 
people were feared dead in crowd 
violence during a match in Birming- 
ham. authorities said. 

Reporters in Bradford quoted 
firemen as saying they had found at 
least 16 bodies among the charred 
remains of the main stand and were 
searching for any farther victims. 
The match drew 10,000 spectators. 

In Birmingham, central England, 
reporters quoted police as saying 


two people were believed killed 
when a wall collapsed as crowd vio- 
lence erupted during and after a 
match between the local Birming- 
ham Gty team and Leeds United. 

Firemen said the cause of the blaze 
in Bradford was unclear. A police 
spokesman said it was caused by a 
supporter playing with matches at 
the back of the stand, which held 
about 3,000 people. 

It was the worst disaster at a 
British sports stadium since 66 peo- 
ple were crushed to death after a 
stairway collapsed at a football game 
at Ibrox Park in Glasgow in 1971.

with megaphones and pleaded with 
the rioters to halt the violence. 

About 5,000’people attended the 
peaceful anti-SS demonstration, 
which was organized by the German 
trade union federation and numer- 
ous other groups, including the 
radical Greens Party. 

Before dawn yesterday, someone 
fired a shot at a hotel window, but 
only the outside of the double-plated 
glass was broken, said a local police 
spokesman. He said there were no 
dues as to who had fired the shot. 


Overnight, a group of about three 
dozen people also attempted to keep 
participants in the reunion from en- 
tering the hotel, the police spokes- 
man said. He said police did not 
interfere. 

Last weekend, a meeting of for- 
mer members of the Waffen SS divi- 
sion “Death’s Head” met in Nessel- 
wang, but without the attendant de- 
monstrations. 


The Gennan trade union federa- 
tion and 131 other organizations cal- 
led protesters to this weekend's 
meeting.

Elsewhere, 24 people were killed 
in Uttar Pradesh state, induding 14 
who perished in blasts that ripped 
through two trains. United News of 


India quoted official reports as 
saying people died in explosions in 
three towns of Haryana state and 
two were killed in separate bomb- 
ings in the desert state of Rajasthan, 
the news agency said. 

Maiwah said 204 people were 
being held for questioning in the 
capital, including 100 Sikhs sus- 
pected of direct involvement in the 
bombings. Some were rounded up in 
raids on about 10 Sikh temples in the 
city, he said. 

In an overnight crackdown in Pun- 


jab state, security forces detained 
329 Sikhs, according to a govern- 
ment statement issued in the state 
capital Chandigarh. Federal and 
state authorities said more than 75 
Sikhs were held elsewhere in north- 
ern India. 

Home Minister Shankararao Cha- 
van said the attacks were part of a 
“coordinated, well-planned opera- 
tion... to tenorize, to create fear in 
the minds of citizens and to disrupt 
communal peace and harmony.

Shultz to tell Hussein 
it’s time to name names

U.S. Secretary of State 
George ShuJtz leaves Israel for 
Egypt and Jordan today con- 
vinced, according to Israeli 
sources, that it is now up to the 
Arab side to put up names of 
Palestinian negotiators for possi- 
ble peace talks. 

At the same time, though, Shultz 
emerges from his meetings in Jeru- 
salem more aware than ever of the 
sensitivity and divisiveness of this 
issue within Israel's national unitv

government. 

If the secretary of state is even- 
tually successful in coaxing the 
names of negotiators from Jordan 
and the Palestinians - and this is not 
considered likely on his present brief 
trip - the Likud wing of the govern- 
ment of Israel may balk. Vice Pre- 
mier and Likud leader Shamir told 
Shultz categorically on Friday that 
he would object to proposed nego- 
tiators being members of the Palesti- 
nian National Council, the PLO's 
“parliament in exile." 

Prime Minister Peres, m a separ- 
ate meeting with the secretary, was 
much more circumspect. The two 
men are to meet again, alone, this 
morning where the matter is likely to 
come np again. 

Last night. Shultz dined with Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i at the home 
of American Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis. 


The question of PNC membership 
surfaced at the weekend as the focus 
of present diplomatic efforts. 

The secretary let it be known both 
before and after his arrival in Israel 
that Washington itself would not 
regard PNC membership as a dis- 
qualification. 

Sources close to Peres made it 
dear that the premier would advo- 
cate examining each proposed nego- 
tiator's background individually. 
The clear implication was that Peres 
would not reject names merely be- 
cause of PNC membership. Amer- 
ican newsmen with Defence Minis- 
ter Rabin gained the same impress- 
ion from him. 

The sources close to Peres indi- 
cated that the premier had encour- 
aged Shultz to encourage King Hus- 
sein in turn today - they are to dine 
together in Akaba - to join more 
energetically in the search for ways 
to start peace talks. Hussein is to 
meet Shultz again at the end of this 
month in Washington. 

Shultz and Peres held a 90-minute 
working session at the prime minis- 
ter’s home on Friday afternoon. 
Their meeting then expanded into a 
sabbath eve dinner, with Ministers 
Rabin and Navon and other guests 
joining the conversation. 

The secretary spent yesterday re- 
laxing in Hetzliya. He played tennis 
with Lewis.

Jordan: PLO 
names its team 


KUWAIT (AP). - Jordan’s Foreign 
Minister Taher al-Masri said yester- 
day that the PLO had nominated 
members to the joint Palestinian- 
Jordanian delegation for peace talks 
with Washington. 

The list had been communicated 
to the U.S. and Jordan is hoping for 
the reply during U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz’s current tour. 
al-Masri said in an interview with the 
newspaper al-Siyossa. 

Al-Masri did not say whether the 
Palestinian candidates are directly 
linked to the PLO. 

Al-Masri stressed that Jordan and 
the PLO had agreed to direct nego- 
tiations with Washington but not 
with Israel. 


A lengthy part of the discussions 
between the prime minister and 
Shultz dealt with Israel’s relations 
with Egypt. Both agreed it is essen- 
tial to warm up bilateral relations, 
both for the sake of peace between 
the two countries, and as a means of 
advancing the overall peace process. 

Shultz was briefed on the Israeli 
delegation that is due to arrive in 
Cairo on Tuesday to discuss the 
package deal concept of negotiating 
all the bilateral issues in dispute. 

Regarding Taba - the issue of 
central importance to the Egyptians, 
and indeed crucial to the continua- 
tion of the dialogue - Shultz was told 
that the delegation's brief leaves 
room for the Egyptians to make 
some amendments to the basic 
Israeli offer: a limited period of 
conciliation to be followed, if this 
measure fails, by binding arbitra- 
tion. 

But it is clear that even if both 
sides agree to arbitration, there will 
be a lengthy process of negotiating 


Officials in Jerusalem are particu- 
larly encouraged by what they see as 
a change in the American approach 
to tactics in the Middle East. They 
pointed out that Shultz came first to 
Israel - and indeed according to 
some reports was none too keen to 
include Arab states in his tour. 

Once a secretary of state would go 
to Arab countries and hear their 
positions and then come to Israel to 
apply whatever pressure he could. 
Now, said these officials, the Amer- 
icans were hearing the Israeli posi- 
tion first, and telling the Arab part- 
ners to the peace process that it is 
they who must make a move. 

Shultz met with Shamir for nearly 
three hours on Friday. The first half 
hour was tete-a-tete, and then other 
officials joined them for lunch. Fore- 
ign Ministry spokesman Avi Pazner 
said after the meeting that Shamir 
stressed that PNC members would 
neverbe eligible to hold negotiations 
with Israel .'He also stressed that he 
would agree only to negotiations 
within the framework of Camp 
David. 
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Ata gets reprieve, pledge from Peres

HAIFA. - The banle to save the 
bankrupt Ata textile concern and the 
jobs of more than 1 .CXX) workers was 
given a double boost on Friday when 
Premier Peres declared that he 
would not allow Ata to be closed, 
while the Haifa District Court 
granted the Firm an extra six day’s 
lease on life. 

Following the announcement by 
Peres to Haifa Labour Council 
secretary Moshe Wertman. the Ata 
works committee said it would not 
stage the mass demonstration plan- 
ned for today outside the govern- 
ment offices. 

Trade and Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon met the works committee 
members at the Kiryat Ata factory 
on Friday morning and urged them 
to postpone the demonstration. 

But following a further meeting, 
the committee decided it would call 
off the planned protest only if the 
prime minister himself gave a 
guarantee that Ata would not be 
closed. 

In his message. Peres also stated 


that the government would continue 
its efforts to sell the textile concern. 

Sharon, prior to visiting the fac- 
tory. made his first appearance at the 
Haifa District Coun where he asked 
Judge Eliezer Bar to extend the 
deadline for Ata's closure which had 
been fixed for Wednesday - two day's 
after the Histadrut elections. 

Bar. who has the final say in Ata's 
fate, agreed to the request after 
receiving a detailed report on the 
progress towards finding a buyer for 
the firm. A new deadline was set for 
May 21. 

Sharon told reporters that nego- 
tiations over the sale of Ata are 
nearing completion and said he is 
optimistic that 3 deal will be con- 
cluded in time. 

Sharon revealed he is negotiating 
with four potential purchasers who 
are prepared to take over Ata either 
singly or in some form of part- 
nership. Two of the concerns are 
thought to be Clal and an interna- 
tional consortium headed by the 
Nasser brothers of America. He de- 
clined to name the others. 

The minister told the Ata works 


comminee of a S3 million order for 
Ata. which he described as a hopeful 
sign for the future, and brought them 
up to date on the efforts to Find a 
buyer. 

Afterwards, speaking to repor- 
ters. Sharon repeated comments 
made earlier in the day during a Kol 
Yisrael interview in which he criti- 
cized the interference of "certain 
factors" who he accused of hamper- 
ing the sale of Ata. 

"Sharon said that he is handling the 
Ata crisis on behalf of the govern- 
ment and had been working on the 
problem day and night for the past 
few weeks. 

Sharon said he had twice called on 
Peres and asked him to prevent a 
"situation that borders on tragedy 
being exploited for political pur- 
poses." He declined to name who 
might be exploiting the situation. 

The minister was asked by The 
Jerusalem Post for his reaction to 
comments that he himself was trying 
to make political capital out of the 
Ata crisis. 

"I don’t have io comment on ev- 
erything that people say.” he said.

WASHINGTON. - America’s Con- 
servative rabbis, in an unpre- 
cedented action, have voted to bar 
the 51 Members of Knesset who 
voted for the Who-is-a-Jew bill ear- 
lier this year from appearing at their 
850 synagogues around the country. 

The bill would have amended the 
Law of Return to define a Jew as one 
bom of a Jewish mother or as con- 
verted according to Halacha (Reli- 
gious Law), thus effectively denying 
recognition of conversions per- 
formed by non-Orthodox rabbis. 

“The time has come when we must 
let those Israelis who do not feel a 
responsibility for the Jewish people 
know that they are net welcome to 
lecture American Jews on American 
Jewish responsibility to Israel." said 
Rabbi Kassel Abeison of Minneapo- 
lis. vice-president of the Rabbinical 


Assembly, the organization of I J200 
Conservative Rabbis in the U.S. 

The Who-is-a-Jew bill was defe- 
ated by a vote of 62 to 5 1 . The Likud 
leadership, including Foreign Minis- 
ter Shamir and Industry Minister 
Sharon, voted in favour of the bill. 

The action by the Conservative 
rabbis underscored the mounting an- 
ger and frustration among many 
non-Orthodox American Jews 
against those in Israel who are trying 
’ to change the status quo on this very’ 
sensitive religious issue. Their action 
is seen as a warning of even harsher 
steps if the change in the law is again 
considered. 


although he personally had ‘'mixed 
feelings” about the tactic.

In a statement, the 
rabbis insisted that their action 
should not be interpreted as repre- 
senting any reduction in their sup- 
port for Israel or in support for 
institutions that provide financial 
and other support for Israel. 

Rabbi Louis Bernstein, president 
of the Rabbinical Council of Amer- 
ica. (Orthodox), denounced the ban 
as “divisive political blackmail."

BONN. - Right-wing extremists in 
Germany last year committed 191 
criminal" offences of anti-Semitic 
character, compared to 239 in 1985. 

Anti-Semitic offences constituted 
17 per cent of all offences committed 
by extreme rightists in Germany last 
year, according to the recently pub- 
lished annual report of the West 
German Security Service (Office for 
the Protection of the Constitution). 

The report says that 28 desecra- 
tions of Jewish cemeteries and holy 
sites took place last year. 12 of these 
probably committed by right-wing 
extemists. 

According to Jewish sources, 
the number of grave desecrations is 
higher than the official figure. 

Some 22.100 members of extreme 
right-wing organizations were 
known to the security services at the 
end of 1984. up from 20.300 in 1983 


and 19.000 at the end of I9S2. 
19S4. 1 . 150 of the right-wing e\tret 
ij.is were classified as neo-Nazis. . 

The report notes a growing trer 
within the neo-Nazi movement 
abandon Hitler as the leadii 
ideological personality. Instca 
some neo-Nazi circles have adopii 
ideas from earlier stages of nation 
socialism, like those of the Straxs 
brothers. 

Today's proponents of the.’, 
ideals favour a "German socialist! 
and are virulently anti-America 
The envisage a Europe dominali 
by a reunified Germany. 

German neo-Nazis have witf 
spread contacts with likc-mindu 
groups in neighbouring countries 
France.

WASHINGTON. - Israel’s hopes of 
co-producing three diesel-powered 
submarines with the U.S. have suf- 
fered a major setback with the 
approval by the House Armed Ser- 
vices Committee of an amendment 
barring any U.S. financial subsidy to 
such foreign projects. 

The amendment, sponsored by 
Republican Rep. G. William 
Whitehurst of Virginia and 
approved by the panel by a vote of 
37-S. was not aimed specifically 
against Israel. Rather, it was de- 
signed to pressure the U.S. Navy 
into supporting construction of 
diesel-power submarines in the U.S. 

The navy, which fought the 
amendment, has opposed such 
domestic construction programmes, 
fearing they would detract from the 
overall U.S. effort to build nuclear- 
powered submarines. The navy pre- 
fers the bigger and more powerful 
nuclear vessels. It also fears congres- 
sional pressure to purchase diesel 


models if the U.S. construction 
programme begins again. 

But because they are so much 
more expensive - about S700 million 
each compared to S200m. for the diesel 
models - many members of Con- 
gress have pushed for the reopening 
of diesel production lines in the U.S. 

The U.S. shipbuilding industry, 
recently in deep trouble, has been 
strongly supporting the domestic 
construction of the diesel sub- 
marines. 

Last month. LLS. Navy Secretary 
John Lehman announced during a 
visit to Israel that the U.S. would 
co-produce three diesel submarines 
with Israel at the Haifa shipyards. 
Subsequent reports suggested that 
‘the U.S. Navy was prepared to in- 
vest as much as S3O0m in the prog- 
ramme. 

That plan is now in trouble with 
passage of the Whitehurst amend- 
ment. Most observers believe the 
amendment is likely to win final 
support in both the House and Sen- 
ate floors.

Beirut battles continue 


Worshipping detainees 
were not just praying 


BEIRUT (AP). - Christian and 
Moslem gunners fought sporadic 
sniper and rocket-propelled grenade 
duels along Beirut's dividing "Green 
Line” yesterday after hours of shell- 
ing that killed nine people and 
wounded 38. 


Detainees at the police lock-up in 
Jerusalem were apparently using 
their time in the facility's synagogue 
not for prayer but to try to bore a 
hole through the wall 3nd escape. 

On Friday, the beginnings of a 
hole in the thick wall were disco- 
vered. The hole, apparently made 
over the past several days, had been 
hidden by a picture. 

The hole in the wall . however, had 
been poorly planned. Had it been 
completed it would have led into a 
cell in the lock-up and not into the 
street. (Itim) 


The rival militiamen loosed off 
barrages of mortar, rocket and tank 
fire along the 5km. line thar splits 
Beirut into Christian and Moslem 
sectors. 

Residential districts on both sides 
bore the brunt of the bombardments 
as usuai. Most of the casualties were 
civilians. 

The fighting tapered off into local- 
ized fi refights along Green Line 
positions - now a daily ritual in the 
two-week-old flare-up in Lebanon's 
decade-Jong civil war. 

By police count. 86 people have 
been killed and 438 wounded since 


the Beirut banles erupted April 2S. 

Meanwhile Damascus and 
Lebanese Moslem politicians made 
no official comment on Erie 
Hobeika’s appointment as comman- 
der of theJLebanese Forces Christian 
militia and his peace offers, prefer- 
ring to wait and see whether the 
Christian move was more than just a 
cosmetic exercise. 


The “Lebanese Forces" militia on 
Thursday shunted aside its pro- 
Israeli commander, Samir Jeajea. 
and elected Hobeika as president of 
its ruling Executive Committee. 

Hobeika. who Israel blames for 
the 1982 massacre of Palestinians 
and Lebanese Moslems in the 
Beirut's Sabra and Shatilla refugee 
camps, said he wants an end to the 
civil war and that any help in 
Lebanese reconciliation should 
come from Svria. 


WASHINGTON (AP). - The State 
Department on Friday said that the 
Reagan administration rejects 
attempts by Congress to ban deal- 
ings with the PLO. even though as a 
matter of policy there are no such 
dealings. 

A department spokesman said the 
administration is firmly opposed to 
such legislation. 

Language to that effect was in- 
cluded in a congressional resolution 
last October authorizing spending 
for government activities! 

The spokesman noted that in 1975 
the U.S. assured Israel that it would 
neither recognize nor negotiate with 
the PLO so long as that organization 
refused to recognize Israel’s right to 
exist. 

"Consistent with this assurance it 
has been the firm policy of rhe U.S. 
government that U.S. officials not 
engage in substantive contacts or 
discussions with officials of the 
PLO."

Rabin says morale 
will improve 
after pullback 


British Ambassador William Squire 
and MK Abba Eban will speak this 
evening to the British Immigrants 
Association at Beit Sokolov, to mark 
the 40th anniversary of victory' over 
the Nazis at 8 p.m. 


Two groups of demonstrators - a 
few dozen Tehiya youth, and a large 
group of young people belonging to 
the Zionist Council - were kept at a 
distance outside Yad Vashem. The 
area was tightly cordoned off - 
perhaps in anticipation of demon- 
strations similar to those which 
greeted Kohl when he visited in 
January. 1984. 

Shultz began his speech as follows: 

"The Yad Vashem memorial 
poses a question that has haunted 
mankind since the beginning of time, 
and never more so than after the 
Holocaust. 

"Can one stand amidst the proof 
of human suffering 3nd human evil 
in this place, and still hope? Can one 
look at the sea of faces - faces of 
children, of mothers, fathers . and 
grandparents, faces without hope, 
faces that were destroyed, faces that 
are no more... 

"Four decades have passed since the 
horror of the Holocaust ended with 
the defeat of the Nazis. For four 
decades the world has worked to 
restore itself, to begin again... 

"But here, time has not passed - 
and never will. The evil remembered 
here at Yad Vashem might as well 
have been committed just a moment 
ago. Forty years or 400 are but an 
instant in this place... 

"Here we must look evil in the 
face. How- then do we go on? Mira- 
culously. here there is also hope. For 
who has erected this memorial? Not 
the perpetrators of evil, but the 
conquerors of evil. Who preserves 
this memory? Not the enemies of the 
human spirit, but its defenders. Not 
the enemies of the Jews. bu. the 
Jews. 

“The very fact that this memorial 
to the Holocaust victims stands nere 
in Israel is a symbol of hope. It 
reminds us that from the abyss of 
Jewish suffering at Nazi hands re- 
emerged the Jewish state - a haven, 
finally, after centuries of anti- 
Semitic persecution. The birth of 
Israel was a rebirth of hope, and not 
only for Jews, but for people every- 
where.

Israeli soldiers are suffering from 
poor morale because of guerilla 
attacks in Lebanon, Defence Minis- 
ter Rabin said on Friday. 

“There will be a different feeling 
once the soldiers know they are 
defending Israel and not our pre- 
sence in Lebanon." he told foreign 
reporters in Jerusalem. 

The ambushes and suicide attacks 
of the last year and a half, which 
have the backing and support of the 
majority of the Lebanese popula- 
tion. make it "the ugliest and crudest 
kind of war.” he said. 

“There is no dearcut line between 
the fighting force and the popula- 
tion." he said. “You don't know if a 
girl driving up to a roadblock is just a 
normal girl or a suicide bomber. You 
don't know if a civilian walking along 
a road is just a civilian. 

"Therefore, there is no doubt that 
many commanders and soldiers 
come with inner scars from the war 
in Lebanon," he said. 

He said that he expects morale to 
improve significantly once Israel 
withdraws from Lebanon, which is 
planned for the beginning of June.

Racism and party banning: Confusing the issues

The impetus from the second cam e 
tom Kach's campaign propaganda, “which re- 
eaied an ugly aspect of a fringe of our sodetv, the 
ispect of incitement to racism." 

When TewfikToubi (Rakah) protested against 
tolding a consolidated debate on the two bills, 
ipeaker Shlomo Hiliel explained that 34 members 
lad already registered to speak. He implied that it 
vould be a waste of time to hold two separate 
lebaies. 

But I doubt that Nissim was looking at the clock 
vhen he requested a single debate. Tliis is how he 
noved from the first bill to the second: 

■ “Just as we have resolved to block entry to the 
Cnesset to lists of candidates who negate the 
xistence of the State of Israel as a Jewish state, so 
ve are determined to figbt vigorously against 
natemenr to racism.*’ 

A fair balance. Even-handedness. Symmetry. 
You on the left who want action against Kahane 
annot object to our attempt to safeguard Israel 
rom subversion by PLO-linked Israel Arabs. And 
ou on the right who want to keep such Arabs out 


of the Knesset cannot close your eyes to the 
danger posed by Kahane. 

There was no suggestion, however, that the two 
bills should be voted on en bloc. And such a 
procedure would probably be improper. But 
lumping the two bills together made for confusion. 
For there are two distinct problems. 

One is how to deal with a political party whose 
propaganda and legislative programme smack of 
the Nurcmburg Laws, and whose leader addresses 
Arabs as dogs. 

With Michael Eitan in the forefront, the Likud 
has been saying for months that there is sufficient 
warrant in the existing Penal Law for the attorney- 
general to act against Kahane. In his Knesset 
speech last week Nissim confirmed the correctness 
of that view. 

But the government felt that incorporating an 
explicit prohibition of racist incitement in the law 
would serve an important education function. 
Under the amendment, too, it will no longer be 
necessary for the prosecution to prove intent to 
cause hostility towards or denigration of a particu- 
lar group. It will suffice for it to show that the 
accused published something that “objectively” 
constitutes racial incitement. 

Few will object to .that. But to give such 
legislation equal h illin g with a basic constitutional 
change is a bit much. 

Nissim played down the significance of 
empowering the CEC to disqualify a list on 
substantive grounds, and not just because it has 
faded to submit the required number of valid 
signatures, or the like. The Supreme Court's 
decision in the af-Ard case in 1965 established the 
committee's right to do that, Nissim said. 

This was an amazing assertion, to say the least. 
Only a few moments before he had noted that the 
court has not yet (after 10 months!) published its 
reasons for having granted the appeals of Kach

High Court as an appellant. “ Virshubski said. 

Michael Eitan objected to the wording of 
another reason for disqualifying a list: “negation 
of the existence of the state as this is stated in the 
Proclamation of the Establishment of the State of 
Israel. “ 

It was dangerous to inject the Proclamation 
here, Eitan said. Although the clause was 
obviously directed at hostile lists that aim at 
Israel's liquidation, certain phrases in the Proc- 
lamation, which up to now has been decorative 
only, could boomerang against other lists.

In an interview on Kol Visrael on 
Friday evening. Welber said he 
thinks the teachers’ crisis is the most 
serious since 1924, when teachers 
had to agree to work less hours to 
create jobs for immigrant teachers 
who were coming into the country . 
Welber, who said he believes 
teachers* jobs will not be cut despite 
Education Ministry warnings, reiter- 


ated that his union is still willing to 
postpone implementation of parts of 
the Etzioni agreement for a year. In 
return the union would ask for 
guarantees that no teachers will be 
fired and no cuts will be made in 
teaching hours, but only if the con- 
cessions apply to all teachers. 

“The argument is not with the 
rival Secondary School Teachers 
Association,” he said, “but with the 
government,” which should find a 
solution. ‘Tve also told Shoshana 
Bayer that I’m open to any alterna- 
tive proposal which will safeguard 
teachers’ jobs,” he said. 

Representatives of the association 
met yesterday with Education Minis- 
try officials to discuss the union's 
ideas on alternatives to postponing 
teachers* pay increases. A union 
spokeswoman would say only that 
“some progress" had been made.

A medal that’s part of 
the Jewish People ’s revival

Perhaps the sign of a really suc- 
cessful politician is that he never 
stops politicking, even when he's out 
of his constituency. 

It had been a long, hard day in 
Jerusalem for New York Mayor Ed 
Koch on Thursday. He missed an 
appointment with President Herzog 
because of a busy schedule. But he 
still had energy left for a session with 
reporters at the King Solomon Sher- 
aton Hotel late Thursday night, 
where he discussed his own political 
ambitions, how he balanced the 
books of his city and what he thinks 
about the Israeli emigrants in New 
York. 

On the missed appointment with 
the president. Koch said that his 
discussion with Prime Minister Peres 
bad run overtime and that Peres's 
office had squared things with Her- 
zog. “It's not appropriate." he said, 
“when you’re a guest in someone's 
office, "to end the interview your- 
self." 

It was also “not appropriate” for 
him to tell Israel how to get out of the 
red. But the mayor of the city with 
the largest Jewish population in the 
world was happy tc tell how he 
turned New York's deficit of SI 
billion into a yearly budget surplus of 
some $500 million. He did it by “not 
spending money we didn c have” and 
by encouraging the private sector to 
create more jobs. 

"If somebody has a salary cheque, 
it takes away’ 90 per cent of his 
problems." the mayor said, noting 
that since he took office, some 
300.000 jobs have been added to the 
private sector.

Koch, who claimed that his only 
political ambition is to remain mayor 
of New York, said he is willing to say 
no “and take the flak.” The price, he 
said, is unpopularity. “I'm amazed 
I’m as popular as I am,” he added, 
noting that recent polls have shown a 
drop in his popularity from 65 to 55 
per cent. 

But despite New York’s prosper- 
ity, Koch found it “hard- to under- 
stand” why so many Israelis live in 
New York if Israel needs them.- Why 
not require them to come home in 


two years, he said, or else cancel 
their citizenship. 

Israelis go as tourists or students, 
be added, but the students never 
seem to finish their studies. 

Koch said, however, that Zionism 
to him means supporting a state for 
the Jews, but it does not require Jews 
to emigrate here any more than 
second- or third-generation Italians 
or, Englishmen should go back to 
Italy orEngland. 

”1 love Israel,” be said, “but don't 
wait for me." 


Sartawi murder suspect acquitted 


ALBUFEIRA, Portugal ( AP). - A 
self-proclaimed Palestinian revolu- 
tionary charged with the April 1983 
killing of leading PLO moderate 
Issam Sartawi was acquitted by a 
jury here Friday on lack of evidence. 
But he was sentenced to three years 
in prison for entering Portugal on a 
false passport. 

Tbe defendant, who gave bis 
name as Mohammed Hussein 
Rashid when he first went on trial in 
January 1984. later claimed his name 


was Youssef al-Awad, the name that 
appeared on a Moroccan passport he 
was carrying after his detention fol- 
lowing the April 10, 1983 shooting 
death of Sartawi. 

Sartawi, a U.S. trained cardiolog- 
ist, was a leading PLO moderate 
who lobbied for direct negotiations 
berween Palestinians and Israel and 
was a close confidant of PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat. He was killed in a 
hotel lobby in this southern resort 
town.

Twelve swimmers die as roof 
collapses over Swiss pool

USTER, Switzerland (AP). - A 
. concrete-and-stee] section of roof 
broke loose and slammed down like 
a lid on a public swimming pool 
complex here on Thursday night, 
crushing to death or drowning 12 
people, including five schoolchil- 
dren. 

The youngest victim was a 12- 
year-old girl, who drowned along 
with her 13-year-oid brother and 
34-year-old mother when the roof 
fell on top of about 40 people in 
three pools. 

The victims included a 36-year-old 
man and his, 32-year-old wife. 
Two were residents of Uster, includ- 
ing a 38-year-old man who was the. 
oldest person lolled, and the rest 
were from nearby towns. 

“It was agonizing and ghastly,” 
said one resident of the Zurich sub- 
urb describing the scene as rescue 
workers used jackhammers and their 
bare hands to dear away tons of 
wreckage from one large pool and 


two smaller ones. 

Scores of rescue workers aided by 
six dogs worked through the night as 
ambulances and three helicopters 
stood by. A police spokesman said 
Friday morning it appeared there 
were no more people trapped in the 
pools. 

There was no imm ediate explana- 
tion of whv the concrete slab broke 
loose from the steel posts holding it 
to the main roof, said a Zurich state 

police spokesman. 

An engineer at the scene, who said 
he bad examined the building sever- 
al years earlier, said he suspected 
one or more of the steel posts had 
rusted. 

A former city councilman who was 
in office when the complex was built 
13 years ago said officials had 
noticed five years ago that a section 
of the roof above the pool was sag- 
ging. but that a team of engineers 
bad pronounced the sagging normal 
and not dangerous. 


French test bomb 
in South Pacific 

WELLINGTON (Reuter). - France 
has set off a huge nuclear explosion 
at its Mururoa Atoll testing ground 
in the Sooth Pacific, New Zealand 
gover nm ent seismologists said on 
Friday. 

The blast, with an estimated yield 
of 150 kilotons, was probably the 
biggest since the French under- 
ground test programme began in 
French Polynesia 10 years ago, they 
added. 

Hie explosion, monitored by New 
Zealand scientists at Rarotonga in 
the Cook Islands, was big enough to 
register on seismographs in New 
Zealand, about 7,000km. away. 

The previous biggest French test 
recorded was one of 140 kilotons in 
July, 1979. 

Blasts of 150kt. (the equivalent of 
150,000 tons of TNT) are the max- 
imum allowed under an internation- 
al treaty covering underground tests, 
the director of the New Zealand 
National Radiation Laboratory said. 


Police clash with rioters in Johannesburg 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Police 
said they clashed yesterday with 
black rioters near Johannesburg and 
in the south of the country, where 
policemen killed a 15-year-old boy 
who robbed a bus and tried to set it 
on fire. 

Also, police hunted for more hid- 
den arms after finding a cache of 
East-bloc-designed weapons and ex- 
plosives on a farm in the Orange 
Free State province Thursday. 

The weapons, which included 31 
land mines, are die type usually used 
by guerrillas of the African National 
Congress (ANC), which is Hying to 
overthrow white-minority rule. 

The dead youth was cut down 
yesterday by a police shotgun blast in 
New Brighton, near Port Elizabeth, 
965 kilometres south of Johannes- 
burg. 

Police said the victim and two 
others, one of whom was armed, 
boarded a bus, robbed the driver and 
were trying to set the vehicle on fire 
when a police patrol arrived. Police 
opened fire as the robbers fled 
police said. 


There were other clashes in New 
Brighton, in nearby Veeplaas and 
Kwazakeie, and in Tsakane east of 
Johannesburg and in Mamelodi out- 
side Pretoria, 50 kilometres north of 
Johannesburg. 

On Friday, police beat teenager 
Johannes Taeli with chibs as be fled 
when they broke up a protest meet- 
ing in a black squatter camp, a 
lawyer said. About 12 hours later, he 
died. 

Taeli was one of more than 300 
blacks killed in nine months of riot- 
ing against white-minority rule. Like 
most cases, few details of his death 
have been made public. 

A nurse at Provincial Hospital in 
Welkom, 240 kilmetres south of 
Johannesburg, said Taeli was admit- 
ted to a blade male ward April 30 for 
treatment of a broken shoulder, and 
died the next day. A spokesman at 
national police headquarters in Pre- 


toria reported no deaths on that day 
related to Heldermoed, the shanty- 
town where Taeli Hved. 

In other developments. South 
African-led forces have killed 260 
black-nationalist guerrillas in the 
bush war in South West Africa so fir 
thk year, the military said on Friday. 

Brig. Johan Louw, chief of staff: 
operations, said the casualties repre- 
sented more than half the 400 guer- 
rillas of the South West Africa Peo- 
ple's Organization (Swapo) who in- 
filtrated the territory during the 
annual rainy season offensive of the 
past few months. 

Louw did not disdose South Afri- 
can casualties in the war a g ai n st 
Swapo, which has been fought since 
1966 to end South African rule over 
the territory, usually called Nami- 
bia. Periodic statements have dis- 
closed a handful of soldiers killed.

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Ortega ready to meet U.S., 
‘since they’re the real Contras 


MADRID ( AP). - Nicaraguan Pres- 
ident Daniel Ortega said yesterday 
he is willing to hold talks with U.S. 
President Reagan and his govern- 
ment, since “they are the real 
opposition, they are the Contras." 

Ortega's statement was in reply to 
a reporter's question whether he is 
willing to meet with the Nicaraguan 
opposition, known as the Contras, 
who are backed by the Reagan gov- 
ernment. 

Ortega spoke briefly to reporters 
on his arrival at Madrid’s Barajas 
airport on a flight from East Ger- 
many. 

In Managua, meanwhile, the 
Nicaraguan government announced 
increased rationing of basic goods 
and other steps to combat the U.S. 
trade embargo, and called on 
Nicaraguans to work together to 
defeat “a new attempt of North 
American imperialism to destroy 
us.” 

Vice-President Sergio Ramirez 
announced the measures in a nation- 
wide television broadcast late Fri- 
day. 

The government also announced 
that money exchanges, closed for the 
past two years, will -reopen, and 
abolished a law that restricted 


Nicaraguans to S500 in foreign cur- 
rency. Joaquin Cuadra Chamorro, 
president of the Central Bank, said 
the government hoped access to ex- 
change houses would check the 
flourishing black market, for foreign 
currency. 

The Nicaraguan cordoba is offi- 
cially set at 28 to the dollar, but a 
dollar sells for 650 cordobas on the 
black market. 

Cuadra Chamorro said the 
houses, to be under private own- 
ership, will set rates according to 
supply and demand. 

On Friday night the U.S. blocked 
the UN Security Council from call- 
ing for the lifting of the total trade 
embargo placed on Nicaragua by the 
Reagan adminstration. 

But after using its veto to elimin- 
ate objectionable paragraphs, the 
U.S. delegation joined the 14 other 
Council Members to unanimously 
adopt an amended resolution that 
reaffirmed support for the Central 
American peace effort of the four- 
nation Contadora group. 

Eleven council members sup- 
ported the call for an end to the U.S. 
.embargo, while Britain, Thailand 
and Egypt abstained on that para- 
graph.

He added that dol- 
lars are the solidarity underground's 
strongest ideological argument.” 
After Kiszczak's speech, the par- 
liament approved two controversial 
bills stiffening the country's penal 
and misdemeanour codes by increas- 
ing penalties and allowing speeded- 
up court procedures for various 
offences, including taking part in 
anti-government demonstrations. 

The most widely circulated Soli- 
darity underground weekly, Tygod- 
nik Mazowsze called the bills “out- 
rageous” and said they were meant 
to punish “all expressions of inde- 
pendent public activity." The penal 
and misdemeanour code amend- 
ments also were criticized by the 
Roman Catholic Church and 
lawyers' groups.

The replies of 123 governments to 
a UN questionnaire on women 
showed that foe domination of top 
jobs by men was due to stereotyping, 
altoughShahanx said foe decade had 
seen some women move into higher 
posts and had raised governments’ 
awareness of women’s problems. 

“I think the women’s issue is one 
of foe most profound, quiet revolu- 
tions of our time,” she said. “But it’s 
a slow revolution.

The news from the women’s front 
in Israel is not. however, all bad. 
Shashua-Hasson says. W'hiie 
womens wages have risen by 65 per 
cent over the past decade, they have 
increased by a full 75 per cent in 
Israel. Despite the advances, howev- 
er. a lot still remains to he done. For 
one thing. Israel does not have 
affirmative legislation, a lack that 
affects both women and minorities. 

Probably foe most glaring exam- 
ple of the "backwardness" of Israeli 
society is the income tax laws, which 
discriminate blatantly against mar- 
ried women. In Israel.' a married 
woman is foe ward of her husband: 
as long as he is alive, she is regarded 
as the second wage earner. Even if 
the husband is unemployed, he has 
to file foe income declarations. The 
wife is not allowed access to her 
husbands tax file. 

Shinui proposes altering the law to 
allow separate files and direct taxa- 
tion for every taxpayer, regardless 
of marital status. 

Shashua-Hasson sees an improve- 
ment in the situation of battered 
wives in that women are increasingly 
willing to face up to foe reality of 
foeir home Jives and ‘come out of 
the closet." She believes that the 
government must make mnre funds 
available for the establishment of 
shelters for battered women, most of 
which so far have been established 
by private initiative. 

Shelters and legal aid. however, are 


see Na’amat as foe Histadrut’s way 
of avoiding direct involvement with 
issues related to women, who com- 
prise more than half its membership. 
"Na’amat and foe Histadrut will 
work together on issues such as pro- 
tecting jobs,” she said.

She is 
a firm proponent of national health 
insurance, funded by the Health 
Ministry and Kupat Hoiim, and be- 
lieves that Histadrut membership 
fees must be kept separate from 
health insurance fees paid to Kupat 
Hoiim. At the same time, she says 
that health insurance fees must be 
"realistic.” and not artificially subsi- 
dized. 

Shinui’s role is to represent inde- 
pendents as well as workers in the 
Histadrut. Shashua-Hasson says. 
The party occupies a pivotal area in 
the centre of the political map, be- 
tween the Alignment and foe Likud, 
following a “moderate liberal" eco- 
nomic line, while identifying with 
Labour doves on defence issues and 
foreign affairs. 

Rina Shashua-Hasson is a new 
face at the head of the Shinui Histad- 
rut list - a function, she says, of the 
party's belief in roration to avoid 
creating bureaucrats. If the Align- 
ment wins the elections and invites 
Shinui to join the central committee, 
the invitation will be judged on its 
merit. Shinui, she says is in no 
one’s pocket. 


“There are a variety of other 
issues, such as the fight against pay- 
ments for visits to the doctor, where 
we will work together. On other 
things, such as foe religious status 
quo, Na'amat will have to take a 
stronger stand on its own.”

Electroplating - once an art - is 
now a science, “an exact engineering 
science." according to Uziel Land- 
au, a researcher at Case Western 
Reserve University.

■ was one of the dozens of scientists 
participating in a Unesco interna- 
tional symposium here on '‘Fun- 
damental Aspects of Applied Elec- 
trochemistry - plating batteries and 
fuel cells."

In his paper - one of many highly 
technical research reports - Landau 
describes a method of using a com- 
puter to control the rate of deposit of 
metal upon surfaces during the plat- 
ing process. 


Sources at the Science and De- 
velopment Ministry were elated at 
the fact that despite the cool rela- 
tions between Unesco and Israel in 
recent years, the world organization 
had seen fit to hold the important 
electrochemical symposium in 
Israel. 

Israeli scientists at the meeting 
included representatives of Tadiran, 
Vulcan Batteries, the Nuclear Re- 
search Centre in the Negev and the 
universities, the Technion and the 
Weizmann Institute. 

Foreign scientists included E. 
Budevsky of Sofia's Bulgarian 
Academy of Science;- James P. 
Hoare. General Motors Research 
Laboratories. U.S.; A.C.C. Tseung. 
City University. London: Radoslav 
Adzic. University of Belgrade, and 
Michael Binder. U.S. Army Electro- 
nics Research and Development 
Command. Fort Monmouth, N.J. 


World price of sugar hits 15-year low 


LONDON (Reuter). - World sugar 
prices, now at their lowest levels 
since the early 1970s, came under 
renewed pressure in the London 
market last week, with little sign of 
any recovery. 

Prices have hit their lowest level in 
15 years and have not been so low 
since before World War II. 


Raw sugar futures with contracts 
for October delivery were at a low of 
$99 a ton 14.5 cents a pound). 

Analysts see little hope of the 
market staging a recovery unless 
there are major crop disasters or a 
concerted effort by the big producers 
to limit their output.

TEL AVIV, - As of July 2, Israelis 
who want to shop at Marks & 
Spencer can drive to Ramat Gan. 
rather than fly to London. That is the 
scheduled opening of the first outlet 
in Israel to be devoted entirely to 
merchandise of the famed British 
chain. 

The 600 square^metre shop will be 
located in the forthcoming Canyon 
Ayalon shopping mall, nearing com- 
pletion by the Canadian-backed 
firm, Canit. 

Officially, the shop will be called 
“St Michael of Marks & Spencer." 
after its brand-label, because it is not 
under the direct management of M 
& S. but belongs to the local 
Hamasbbir Lazarchan chain of the 
Histadrut. Hamasbbir has long car- 
ried a small selection of M & S goods 
in its own department stores and will 
continue to do so. 

The new St Michael shop will offer 
a much broader range of M & S 
products, not only men's and 
women’s fashions, but also chil- 
dren's clothing, household linens, 
cosmetics, toiletries and giftwares. 

Many of the textile products will 
be merchandise made in Israel 
according to the strict quality speci- 
fications of M & S abroad. But 
although this local merchandise nev- 
er leaves Israel, it will cost more at 


the M & S branch in Ramat Gan than 
the identical Israeli-made products 
cost in London, a spokesman for 
Hamashbir admitted to The Post 
yesterday. 

However, he added, because of 
the recent price freezes, the gap has 
narrowed between the price-tags on 
M & S goods sold in Israel and 
abroad. Whereas the differential 
used to be two to two-and-a-half 
times higher here, the Israeli con- 
sumer today pays only about one- 
and-a-half times the price overseas, 
Hamashbir says. 

Meanwhile. The Post learns that 
Sheksm and Canyon Ayalon have 
settled out of court a dispute over the 
opening of the Marks & Spencer 
branch in the shopping mall. 
Shekem had charged the shopping 
mall with breach of contract on the 
grounds that Shekem was to have 
been the only store chain permitted 
in the mall. Yesterday, a Shekem 
spokesman confirmed that the De- 
fence Establishment chain has 
agreed “to welcome M & S at the 
mall" - so long as it is clear that 
Hamashbir cannot open a full de- 
partment store there. 

The Hamashbir management says 
it views the St Michael shop in 
Ramat Gan as a “ pilot project" 
which, if successful, will be followed 
by similar St Michael outlets in Jeru- 
salem and Haifa.

Saudi Arabia pledges $100m. to Africa drought 


WASHINGTON. fReuter). - The 
World Bank says that Saudi Arabia 
has pledged $100 million to the 
bank's special facility for drought- 
stricken sub-Saharan Africa. The 
Saudi pledge, to be paid over three 
years, brings total contributions to 
the facility’ to $1.2 billion. 

Along with Britain. West Ger- 
many, Japan and Switzerland. Saudi 
Arabia has agreed to jointly finance 
lending projects selected by the facil- 


ity. Some 10 other nations have 
agreed to contribute directly to the 
fund. 

The drive for a special- fund for 
sub-Saharan Africa was launched by. 
World Bank President Tom Clausen 
last year, after he ran into U.S. 
opposition to an increase in the re- 
sources of the International De- 
velopment Association, the bank 
agency providing concessional aid to 
the Third World” 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
search for oil beneath the sea on the 
U.S. continental shelf has been dis- 
couraging. prompting the govern- 
ment to slash its estimates of 
offshore reserves, according to a 
Congressional report issued last 
week. 

In the past 30 years only 2% of the 
1.3 billion acres (5.2b. dunam) on 
the U.S. outer continental shelf has 
been leased to oil companies and 
even Jess has been explored, the 


non-party - office of Technology 
Assessment report said. 

The disappointing record led the 
government to lower its estimate of 
economically recoverable offshore 
oil by 55%, to 12.2b. barrels, and 
natural gas by 44% to 90.5 trillion 
cubic feet. 

Although the extent of offshore 
resources will only be confirmed by 
actual drilling, most of the country's 
undiscovered oil and gas is expected 
to be in Arctic areas, deep water and 
Alaska, the report said. 


Lagos most 
expensive city 

GENEVA (AP). - The Nigerian 
capital of Lagos remains the world's 
most expensive place for a foreigner . 
“according to a survey published last 
week by Business International Cor- 
portiori. 

For the fourth straight year. 
Tokyo took second place on the 
annual survey, and Teheran ranked 
third. 

The Corporation, an independent 
Geneva-based research firm. con : 
ducts the survey to help transnation- 
al companies determine cost of living 
differentials paid to expatriate ex- 
ecutives. 

Exorbitant black market prices at 
Lagos - a kilogram of rice selling for 
the equivalent of $17 - were cited in 
the survey in explaining the city's 
special position. Lagos moved up in 
the index with a score of 139, com- 
pared to 140 the previous year. 

Tokyo ranked 118 against 
seventh-ranked New York's 100. 
Last year, Tokyo's index stood at 
130. 

Teheran, newly included in the 
survey, ranked third with an index, of 
116. In fifth place was Chicago, with 
an index of 102. 

The survey, which includes 91 
cities throughout the world, is based 
on an index taking into account 
food, household supplies, recrea- 
tion, transportation and selected 
other items.

TEL AVIV. - A connection be- 
tween Israel, Australia and the Far 
East is now being forged between 
Project International and Fortune 
(Australia). The head of Project 
International.

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Too easy target 


GOVERNMENTS, like people, always prefer to take the easy 
way out. They move only when compelled, and then in the 
directions most politically convenient. And if they can transfer 
the costs to the future, or a future generation, so much the 
better. 

Israel’s governments, compelled to curtail their budgets, 
have, for the last several years, found it easiest to make 
education the target. 

First they homed in on the universities. Withholding ad- 
equate funds, they forced our institutions of higher learning to 
decrease teaching staff. The result was that the youngest 
teachers were dismissed or not rehired and existing faculties 
were frozen. Thus, young scholars and researchers had the 
choice of entering different employ or pursuing their profes- 
sional careers abroad. It is not surprising that many chose the 
latter course. 

At the same time research funds were allowed to dry’ up and 
research labs were deprived of the means not only to renew, but 
even to properly maintain, equipment. The result is that we 
have economic bureaucrats preaching that salvation lies in 
high-tech industries, even as they pursue a policy which 
impedes the training of the manpower needed to create and 
sustain such industries. 

Now the government, or at least the Treasury, has decided 
that cuts in education should affect much younger age groups: 
not university students, but pupils in elementary and high 
schools. They should have less teachers and less hours in class. 
There is no choice, they claim. The young must pay. 

But what must they pay for? For the failure to collect income 
taxes? For the coalition agreement which permits the religious 
school system, both the national religious and Agudat Yisrael 
systems to retain the politically contrived sinecures that mark 
this framework. Or for the sinecures that the Treasury itself, 
and the Commerce Ministry, have availableabroad for political 
loyalists? Or. for all the other immense areas of waste in a 
bloated national bureaucracy that knows best how to make the 
simple complicated and the complicated impossible? 

If there are to be genuine budget cuts they must come in large 
part in the form of reductions in our defence budget. "Without 
that, as all our economists know, budget siicing will not have 
much meaning, because the defence budget represents a 
quarter of our gross national product. 

Until that is taken seriously, the government will only be 
dabbling at economic reform. That dabbling will have little 
economic significance, but it will have major significance for 
the education of the country’s youngsters, where the future 
strength and vitality of this nation lie. 

Instead of making education our highest priority, as we 
should, we are instead making it the" easiest target. This 
represents wholly skewed priorities and wholly spineless poli- 
tics. 

Rather than dun the development of our youngsters, let us 
dun the vast network of politically-inspired waste, let us, after 
Lebanon and with a peace agreement with Egypt, take a long 
hard look at the margins of safety we have embedded into our 
defence establishment and see if there is not more we can afford 
to cut. 

Let us, before we damage the future quality of our society, 
examine the quantities we now expend in maintaining the 
orthodoxies of business as usual to which we have become so 
accustomed.

outside the state of Punjab, the cen- 
tre of Sikhism. 

Sikh moderates yesterday conde- 
mned the terrorist blasts and urged 
the government to take stem action. 

“The blasts were a calculated 
move of the extremists not only to 
aggravate the (Punjab) situation but 
to disrupt communal harmony in 
Delhi," said a statement by five Sikh 
municipal officials in the Indian 
capital. The private Sikh National 
Forum condemned the “wanton des- 
truction of innocent lives" by “anti- 
national elements who wanted to 
stall talks to resolve the Punajb 
problem." 


“There is no doubt that some 
anti-national elements who do not 
wish the political process to begin for ' 
the solution of the Punjab problems 
are indulging in these provocative 
acts," he said. 


Chavan called on the Sikh lead- 
ership to “wake up and understand" 
the terrorist movement that they 
“indirectly unleashed.” 


The bombings marked the dead- 
liest single-day of attacks by Sikh 
extremists since they began their 
violent campaign for greater auton- 
omy three years ago. It was the first 
time they have struck so massively

Campaigning will continue until 
and even during election day. Align- 
ment sources said that they had 
learned that the Likud has no inten- 
tion of honouring the agreement to 
cease campaigning at 7 p.ra. today. 
Therefore, they said, the Alignment 
will also continue to campaign until 
the last moment. 


Many of the country's beaches 
were left littered with campaign 
literature yesterday after a blitz by 
activists from most parties. Kibbutz 
youths distributed Alignment 
brochures at many road junctions 
around the country. 

The Histadrut’s control commit- 
tee is due to meet this morning to 


hear a complaint against the use of 
Histadrut cars and feci lines for elec- 
tioneering purposes by the Align- 
ment. The complaint, by Shinui fac- 
tion leader Rena Shoshua-Hasson, 
was rejected on Friday by the Cen- 
tral Elections Committee. 

The Progressive List for Peace on 
Friday dropped a proposed court 
action to have the elections to the : 
Agricultural Centre postponed due 1 
to the ban on the participation of 
Arab farmers. The action was drop- 
ped after Agricultural Centre 
Secretary Simha Assaf told the con- 
trol committee that his organization 
is prepared in principle to allow 
Arab participation. The agreement 
comes too late, however, for tomor- 
row's election.

(Continued from Page One.i 
dent since 1966 - which gives him 
additional influence and expertise 
compared to the leaders of many 
other African countries. 

Most of Israel’s connections with 
black Africa are through trade and 
investments. Zaire is the exception. 
Official sources say there is a limited 
Israeli military advisory presence 
which neither Israel nor Zaire wish 
to expand, and several medical aid 
projects which are now under way. 

There are small-scale Israeli busi- 
ness interests in Zaire, and it is 
understood that Mobutu would like 
to see large Israeli companies con- 
sider ventures in his country. Tam- 
ilian, a businessman with world-wide 
interests, has started several projects 
in Zaire, but no large Israeli con- 
cerns have followed Iris lead- 

Mobutu fwho will be accompanied 
by an entourage of 109. will be 
welcomed at Ben-Gurion Airport by 
Herzog and Prime Minister Peres. A 
salute will be fired in his honour, and 
the air force fighters that will accom- 
pany his aircraft frpm the time it 
enters Israeli airspace will fly over 
the airport in formation. 


From the airport he will proceed 
to Jerusalem, where he will be offi- 
cially greeted at the entrance to the 
city. For the first three days of his 
visit he will stay at the King David 
Hotel, moving into the suite vacated 
this morning by Secretary of State 
George Shuitz. For the last three 
days he will stay at the Daniel Hotel 
in Tel Aviv, which Tamman owns. 

A state dinner will be held at the 
Knesset tomorrow night and not at 
Beit Hanassi because of Mobutu's 
large entourage. Health Minister 
Mordecbai Gur has been included in 
the list of guests invited to the state 
diner at Mobutu's explicit request; 
Gur was his parachuting instructor 
years ago. 

Shulamit AJoni, head of iije 
Citizen's Rights Movement, yester- 
day announced that she would not 
attend the dinner. She could not, on 
moral grounds, condone Mobutu’s 
harsh methods of government in his 
country. Another member of CRM, 
Yossi Sarid, has filed a parliamen- 
tary question to the prime minister, 
protested public spending on Mobu- 
tu's huge entourage while welfare 
allocation are being cut." 
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ELECTIONS in Israel are an arith- 
metician's delight. Eventually, it all 
comes down to numbers - seats or 
percentage points. Working out the 
various configurations can keep peo- 
ple blissfully occupied for months. 

A case in point was last year’s 
Knesset elections and their six- 
week-long aftermath, during which 
no responsible political observer 
would be caught dead without a 
notebook, ''pencil and a formula for 
reaching the magic 61. 

Monday s Histadrut elections will 
not encourage the same obsessive- 
ness. The Alignment is hardly likely 
to lose its absolute majority in the 
Histadrut convention, so whatever 
coalition-building may take place af- 
ter the elections will not have the 
same urgency and importance. 

Nevertheless, the numbers that 
result from the elections will have an 
importance of their own, both as 
determinants of internal strategy 
and as indicators of national political 
trends. Above all, the percentage 
support given to (Alignment) His- 
tadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar in the elections could well 
influence his ability to institute 
necessary reform in the vast labour 
federation and its satellites. 

It has become a cliche to describe 
the campaign as the quietest and 
most apathetic in history. The agree- 
ment among the parties - all of which 
are financially strapped following 
the Knesset campaign - to desist 
from television and radio advertising 
restricted the campaign to the low- 
profile world of billboards, news- 
papers and public meetings.

In addition, the Alignment de- 
liberately kept the tone low-key, 
believing such a strategy to be in its 
best interests, while the Likud con- 
tributed to the torpor by choosing 
the colourless Ya’acov Shamai to 
head its list. The result has been a 
campaign that barely touched much 
of the working public. 


ITS A PITY that the campaign 
foiled to generate much public de- 
bate. The Israeli economy is at a 
crossroads, as is the Labour move- 
ment. Decisions taken today - and 
the composition of the institutions 
That will make and implement those 
derisions - are bound to have a 
critical influence on the well-being of 
the country for years to come. 

There are serious issues at stake, 
and the two large parties did a disser- 
vice to the public by refusing to 
confront them. Hackneyed slogans 
about full employment and econo- 
mic growth were tossed around with 
little serious attempt to match them 
to reality. 

Given the superficiality' of the 
campaign and the overriding politic- 
al interests that governed it. the 
prime significance of the Histadrut 
elections problably lies in the fact 
that they delayed the imposition of 
crucial economic measures For sever- 
al months. 

The government neglected to im- 
pose many of the taxes and levies 
that it has already announced, and 


desisted from announcing other 
necessary measures. The Histadrut 
elections, therefore, had a negative 
effect, retarding the process of eco- 
nomic recovery for a considerable 
period and undoubtedly exarcerbat- 
ing the damage done to the eco- 
nomy. 

The positive effects of the election 
are likely to be of lesser moment for 
the narional scene. There is little 
chance that the Alignment will lose 
control of the labour federation . and 
furure Histadrut policy cannot be 
expected to differ markedly from the 
policy under Kessar to date. 

We will have conditional parti- 
cipation in the package deal system, 
a continued struggle to maintain real 
wages and employment, and Hevrat 
Ha’Ovditn investment in new factor- 
ies in development areas. 

The elections will, however, de- 
termine how effectively Kessar can 
implement that policy. At present, 
the Alignment holds 62.7 per cent of 
the Histadrur convention, with the 
Likud holding 26.4 per cent. 

Any drastic loss of seats to the 
Likud will put Kessar under pressure 
to include the Likud in the central 
committee, on the one hand, while 
making him more dependent on the 
support of the left-wing factious, on 
the other. 

The result could be a blurred poli- 
cy of political expediency. Converse- 
ly. a strong Alignment showing 
would be likely to produce a cohe- 


rent and confident policy. 

Just as Knesset tacticians strive to 
cement together at least 61 seats in a 
coalition, so their Alignment coun- 
terparts in the Histadrut are aiming 
at 66 per cent of the vote. (The 
Likud, of course, is determined to 
deprive the Alignment of 66 per 
cent.) 

With 66 per cent - or two-thirds - 
of the vote, the Alignment will have 
the constitutional power to amend 
Histadrut by-laws at will, to prevent 
the Likud from bringing certain mo- 
tions before the executive - in short, 
to impress its will absolutely on the 
Histadrut. 

That may not jibe too well with the 
principles of democratic representa- 
tion, but it will make for a confident 
and strong Histadrut.

As an indicator of national trendy, 
the Histadrut elections are of limited 
value. There are several vtty power- 
ful factors acting in the A%unentV

If the Likud, 
with all its liabilities, were to gain

Sir. - At a time when the general 
public is being confronted with rising 
prices resulting from the phasing out 
of subsidies, there exists one sector 
in the community, which by any 
stretch of the imagination cannot be 
described as the needy, which has for 
a very long time been enjoying pre- 
ferential treatment, and still does so 
at a much greater rate than the rate 
of inflation. These people are the 
occupiers of commercial premises, 
principally in the centres of Israel’s 
main cities, who enjoy controlled 
rents. These rents, which are incred- 
ibly low. are in effect enormous 
subsidies bestowed on them by the 
.law. not from public funds, but at the 
direct expense of the owners of the 
premises which they occupy. 

In addition to such financial be- 
nefits, often of staggering propor- 
tions, these very people are legally 
entitled to huge windfalls which are 
on tap as and when they decide to 
cash in, without needing their land- 
lords’ consent, by transferring their 
leases to other tenants for “key 
money.” This privileged class is the 
unintended offshoot of the rent res- 
triction legislation. One cannot but 
wonder how this state of affairs is 
being perpetuated at a time when the 
rest of the community is forced to 
tighten its belt and when the presid- 


ing minister is the undisputed cham- 
pion of the under-privileged. 

It is equally astonishing that the 
ministry of finance appears to have 
no clue as to the size of this sector, 
nor of the vast amount of lost income 
tax revenue which would have 
accrued had the tenants paid econo- 
mic rents, as the remainder of the 
business community, much larger in 
numbers, do. (One is tempted to 
retort that the increase in revenue 
would be offset by the higher rents 
being charged to expenses. Close 
scrutiny, however, would establish 
that there would remain a compell- 
ing balance in favour of the Treas- 
ury.) 

In the absence of statistics - again 
an astonishing fact - it is difficult to 
be dogmatic, but there can be little 
doubt that the potential yield in 
income tax would dwarf such savings 
to the public purse as are being 
achieved by recent marginal mea- 
sures such as the introduction of 
summer time, increased students’ 
fees. etc., some of which are of an 
anti-social character. 

Within the lucky sector, there ex- 
ists a super-privileged minority con- 
sisting of tenants whose leases date 
back to pre-rent control days, when 
“key money" was unheard of. Many 


occupy the most sought-after shop 
premises. For decades they have 
been enjoying, thanks to inflation, 
progressively reduced rents, pre- 
sently often equal in value to one or 
two car tankfuls of petrol a month. 
This put them at a grossly unfair 
advantage over adjacent shopkeep- 
ers who, as newcomers, have to pay 
economic rents, as indeed they 
should. The same protected tenants 
enjoy a statutory right to “key 
money." often equivalent in value to 
one ot more fiats. 


Frustrated by impotence at raising 
tax revenue by administrative 
means, the Treasury, apparently not 
without misgivings, has mooted the 
possibility of imposing a general 
wealth tax. Such a tax, although 
fraught with difficulties in assess- 
ment and collection, as well as public 
resistance, cannot but increase re- 
venue. However, without implying 
that such a measure is practicable or 
desirable, one can ask the Treasury 
experts if it ever occurred to them 
that a tax on the market value of 
buildings - which is a function of the 
income - would yield infinitely lar- 
ger sums if such buildings were freed 
from rent control. The figures could 
be five hundredfold. A tangible ex- 
ample is a shop building in the heart 


of Jerusalem, occupied by protected 
tenants, which is worth, according to 
a licenced valuer. 56,000, yet accord- 
ing to market values, when decon- 
trolled. could fetch anything up to . 
53,000,000. A wealth tax of, say, 1 
per cent, could yield 530,000, in lieu 
of $60 in current conditions. The 
mind boggles at the vast sums that 
would be lost to the public purse if 
such tax were introduced without 
simultaneous rent decontrol. 

The foregoing, however, is not the 
whole picture. Hie potential assets, 
although stripped from such band- 
ings, do exist in the economy ia fee 
guise of protected tenants .^tigha” 
to “key money." The sum total most 
be identical, as determined’^ eco- 
nomic forces. Such "wealth,' 
however, escapes the hand of the tax 
collector, for entitlements to “key... 
money.” .3 

The foregoing comments serve to J 
illustrate that it is apparently muc&i 
easier to rely on Unde Sam’s chariral 
- often rationalised by the contnm 
tion that it serves the latter’s self-® 
interest - rather than straining tires 
intellect with a view to tapping rid® 
resources which are wholly witfiftfl 
the Israeli government’s control.
